After the Court had
declined to give the attorneys for the
holographic will a postponment of the
case and had stated that investigation
of the will would be continued, wift-
nesses were again called in for more
evidence.

C. J. Walters was again put on the
stand and he testified that the name
Minnie Wilson appearing on the will
produced by her attorneys, was in the
same handwriting as certain docu-
ments which had been pronounced as
written by Mrs. Wilson.

C. W, Lynch testifed that he was
with Mr. Miller when he returned
from California and that he had made
arrangements for him to be taken care
of at the county hospital, He testi-
fied that Mr. Miller had told him that
he wanted to get rid of Mrs. Wilson,
and that he was afraid of her.

Joe Gideon testified that he had
been present on different occasions
with Asa Harris and Ross Blakely'
when Mr. Miller had said that he was
afraid of Mrs, Wilson and that he
wanted to get rid of her.

Lloyd Milwain who was at the san-
itarium at the same time as Mr. Mil-
ler, testified that Mr. Worster was not
in the tent occupied by Mr, Miller on
the afternoon that Worster had stat-

forged instrument,

At one o'clock of the same day and
before the court had given a decision
in the case another petitions had been
filed by C. R, Van Marter in behalf of
Mrs. Minnie Wilson for the probate of
4 new will in the nature of a lettpr
dated the same date as the holograp-
hic will.

United States Aviators Visit
This City--Mapping Air Routes

Mapping the country and locating
the air lanes across the desert as they
flew five pl from March Field,
Riverside, Calif., reached Needles last
Monday morning and were expected
to pass over Kingman Monday after-
noon. Owing tB failure to obtain
proper gravity of gas the planes had
to await the arrival of a supply from
headquarters. Thursday three of the
planes reached Kingman, making the
distance in record time, The first
plane cb;&wn by Major John C. Bart-
holf, passed over Kingman at an el-
slvation of 8500 feet and reached
Peach Springs 54 minutes after taking
the air at Needles. The air distance
between Needles and Peach Springs
is over 85 miles. After looking out

Major Bartholf returned to Kingman,
The landing was made two milés north
of Kingman, near Mountain view cem-
etery, where the three planes remain-
ed until yesterday morning.

The trip across the desert was most
satisfactory, from the aviators’ point
of Yiew, air conditions being excellent
and the trip was without acecident.
